Hard Pressed. 


Ships in Harbour Set on Fire by 
Japanese S Shells. 


Very severe fighting is taking 
place around Port Arthur, and the 
Jananees appear to be gaining 
ground rapidly. Large mines are 
being exploded on the slopes of the 
mountains. The Japs shelling 
the fortifications on all sides, 

A conflagation occurred in the 
city, and a second conflagation was 
observed on Golden hill. During 
the night of Oct. 29 a machinery 
building near the harbour was 

wrecked, Of the five Russian 
war ships which were bombarded, 
three were heavily damaged and 
other two set on fire. The reports 
record a series of desperate en- 
counters at. close range, and tell a 
dramatic story. 

The crises between Russia and 
Britain, through the sinking of 
the trawlers by the Russian Pacific 
Squadron, has been referred to the 
International Peace Commission 
at the Hague. 


FATAL SHOOTING. 


Man Killed at Leduc by a Man 
Who Feared Hallowe'en 
Pranks. 


Ledue will long remember i904 
Hallawe’en night, for one young 
man lost his life through the over- 
bearing excitement of one who was 
afraid of the parade of innocent 
young men, The following are the 
particulars of the case:— 

Just about midnight a number 
of young men, among whom was 
Alex. V. Reid, were walking quietly | 
past Klombies’ blacksmith shop. 
Without any warning a manin the | 
shop fired on tne party, Reid 
receiving the full charge in the 
left side. His companions picked 
him up, carried bim to the hotel, 
and summoned medical aid. It 
was then seen that his injuries 
were very severe, and it was decid- 
ed to take him ta Edmonton, A 
rig was fitted, and Dr Sutherland 
and J. W. Tipton drove Reid to 
the city. They arrived at the 
Public Hospital shortly after two 
o'clock, and a few minutes after- 
wards Reid expired, 

He had received the entire charge 
at close range in his left lung. 
His arm was fairly riddled with 
shot. 

Immediately after the shooting 
a raid was made on the shop. 
Jno. Spaunel, George Klumbiea, 
and a stranget in Leduc, the man 
who did the shooting, were taken 
into custody, ‘The gun and also 
the empty cartridges were secured. 
Alex. V, Reid was a young man 
twenty-eight years of age. He 
worked in the Great West Sad- 
dlery, Edmonton, for eleven months, 
leaving here on October 3rd for 
Ledue to start in business for him- 
self, having purchased the business 
of Jno. W. Turner. Mr Reid, who 
was an exemplary young 


man, 


Walla, Washington, His home is 
in Eganville, Eastern Ontario, 
The name of the man who did 
the shooting is Gustaf Malinovski, 
a recent arrival in the village, It 
is stated that he had heard tales of 


S| former Hallowe'en pranks in Le- 
S| duc, and was worked up over them, 


Corporal McLead, of Edmonton, 
at once went to Leduc and arrested | 
Malinovski. 

Malinovski later confessed to fir- 
ing the fatal shot, He is now in 
the custody of the police charged 
with murder,
